A  SCHOOL  RICH  IN  TRADITION 


Many  of  the  original  government  buildings  were  erected  in  the  late  sixties 
and  early  seventies  for  the  state  had  chosen  these  beautiful  woodland  acres 
early  in  the  1860's  for  a  new  arsenal. 

While  we  stroll  over  this  spacious  campus,  I'll  tell  you  about  the  teachers, 
classes,  and  activities  in  each  of  the  thirteen  buildings  along  the  tour. 

But  first  I  want  to  give  you  a  little  background  history,  for  our  school 
and  campus  are  rich  in  tradition.  I'll  tell  you  some  interesting  stories  of 
things  that  happened  when  these  grounds  were  used  as  a  government 
arsenal,  when  the  Winona  Technical  Institute  was  here,  and  when  our  own 
school  was  founded.

Our  campus  was  a  beautiful  seventy-six-acre  forest 
when  in  1862,  Governor  Morton  chose  it  as  a  state 
arsenal.  Captain  T.  I.  Treadwell,  first  commanding 
officer,  preserved  every  tree  he  could  to  keep  the  beauty 
of  the  grounds.  As  a  result,  the  school  has  still  a  small 
portion  of  the  original  primeval  forest. 

In  1903,  when  the  government  abandoned  this  site 


and  offered  it  for  sale,  citizens  raised  the  purchase 
price  of  $154,000  ;  and  the  deed,  which  stated  that  the 
grounds  could  be  used  only  for  educational  purposes, 
was  given  to  a  designated  citizens'  committee.  Neigh- 
bors missed  hearing  the  cannon  boom  at  sunrise  and 
sunset  for  they  had  set  their  clocks  by  it. 

Winona  Technical  Institute  was  the  first  to  take 
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advantage  of  this  educational  opportunity.  This  pri- 
vate organization  consisted  of  trade  schools,  some 
of  which  were  Pharmacy,  Library  Practice,  and 
Printing. 

Although  many  prominent  citizens  contributed  in 
an  attempt  to  endow  this  organization,  because  of 
financial  difficulties  the  school,  which  had  been  opened 
in  1904,  failed  in  1909. 

Suit  was  brought  by  donors  to  force  the  land  to  be 
sold  for  repayment  of  their  investments,  but  the  suit 
was  lost.  Then  the  property  was  leased  to  the  Board 
of  School  Commissioners. 

In  1912,  because  of  overcrowded  conditions  at 
Shortridge  and  Manual  Training  High  Schools,  Milo 
H.  Stuart,  then  principal  of  Manual,  chose  the  Ar- 
senal for  an  overflow  school. 

On  September  11,  one  hundred  eighty-three  fresh- 
men enrolled  in  this  new  school  which  had  eight 
teachers  and  which  occupied  the  second  floor  of  the 
Arsenal  building. 

During  the  first  four  years,  while  awaiting  the  court 
decision,  the  school  ran  on  a  weekly  basis  for  the  lease 
could  be  withdrawn  on  five  days'  notice.  Mr.  Stuart 
divided  his  time  between  the  two  high  schools. 

On  May  22, 1916,  the  Indiana  Supreme  Court  gave 
the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  the  perpetual  deed 
of  trust ;  and  since  then,  that  day  has  been  celebrated 
as  Supreme  Day. 

Those  first  difficult  years  developed  loyalty,  indus- 
try, co-operation,  good  fellowship,  and  a  school  spirit 
that  have  never  been  lost.  The  school  was  so  small  that

all  pupils  knew  each  other.  Boys  enjoyed  snake  hunt- 
ing for  the  heavily  wooded  grounds  had  many  little 
snakes.  It  was  a  common  sight  to  see  boys  chase  fright- 
ened girls  with  the  snakes,  dead  or  alive. 

On  warm  days,  pupils  ate  under  the  trees,  for  "The 
groves  were  Tech's  first  lunchroom."  Sandwiches  and 
soup  were  dispensed  at  the  "Beanery,"  which  was  the 
Guard  House. 

Mr.  Stuart  Avas  relieved  of  his  dual  responsibilit}^ 
in  1916  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  Tech;  and  under 
his  guidance,  this  four-year-old  school  developed  into 
a  nationally  known  comprehensive  high  school. 

Eighteen  years  Mr.  Stuart  devoted  to  Tech,  until 
November,  1930,  when  he  was  appointed  assistant 
superintendent  of  schools  in  charge  of  secondary 
school  education.  This  position  he  filled  until  his  death 
in  1933. 

Tech  has  been  fortunate  in  that  it  has  had  only 
three  principals :  Mr.  Stuart,  DeWitt  S.  Morgan, 
and  Hanson  H.  Anderson. 

Mr.  Morgan,  second  principal,  was  well  fitted  for 
this  responsibility  for  since  1916  he  had  served  as  a 
history  teacher,  head  of  the  History  department,  and 
vice-principal.  Following  the  death  of  the  superin- 
tendent in  1937,  Mr.  Morgan  was  named  to  this  posi- 
tion, which  he  filled  until  his  death  in  1944. 

Mr.  Anderson,  present  principal,  has  also  made  his 
mark  in  the  development  of  the  school,  having  devoted 
all  of  his  time  since  1912,  except  for  his  years  of  mili- 
tary service,  to  our  school.  One  of  the  original  eight 
Tech  teachers,  later  he  was  head  of  the  Math  depart- 
ment ;  then  vice-principal ;  and  when  Mr.  Morgan  left, 
he  became  principal.

It's  the  center  of  the  school,  the  most  popular,  and,  at  times,  the  most 
dreaded  spot  on  the  campus,  especially  when  we're  late — we  get  tardy 
slips  here. 

Quite  a  change  has  taken  place  since  the  days  when  this  Arsenal  was 
used  originally  to  store  guns  and  ammunition;  and  during  the  Spanish- 
American  War  when  haversacks  and  blanket  bags  were  made  here.  Then 
it  was  "Education  for  War";  today,  it  is  "Education  for  World  Peace." 

Our  famous  clock  is  in  the  tower.  Would  you  believe  that  the  faces  are 
six  feet  in  diameter?  The  front  steps  are  a  favorite  meeting  place  during 
lunch  hours.  Here  boys  and  girls  gather  to  chat  with  old  friends  as  well 
as  to  meet  new  ones.

Not  connected  with  the  school,  but  another 
part  of  this  busy  community,  is  the  State  Re- 
habilitation office,  where  counselors  help  disabled 
citizens  find  suitable  occupations. 

Sh-h-h,  we're  nearing  the  library.  It's  on  the 
second  floor.  Quiet  rules  have  been  established 
for  students  and  faculty  who  wish  to  study  and 
concentrate.  Altogether  we  have  about  fifteen 
thousand  books  and  we  subscribe  to  more  than 
one  hundred  magazines. 

On  the  south  side  is  a  memorial  bookshelf  which 
contains  books  that  have  been  presented  in  mem- 
ory of  boys  who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice, 
faculty  and  students,  and  relatives.  Each  week 
the  librarians  arrange  new  bulletin  board  dis- 
plays and  other  exhibits  that  fit  certain  occasions. 

Teachers  have  their  own  reading  room  which 
is  attractively  decorated  and  has  lounging  chairs.

See  the  long  building  to  your  right '.  Well,  that's  Treadwell  Hall,  built  in 
1-921.  It  was  called  the  Main  Building  until  1943  when  Miss  Esther  Fay 
Shover,  one  of  the  original  eight  Tech  teachers,  proposed  that  it  be  rededi- 
cated  in  memory  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Treadwell,  the  first  commandant. 

Trophy  cases  in  the  entrance  halls  at  either  end  of  the  building  are  filled 
to  overflowing  with  cups  and  plaques  our  sports  teams  have  won  in  athletic 
events. 

Beyond  Treadwell  is  the  Barn,  completed  in  1889.  Soldiers  called  it  the 
"corrall."  Yes,  it  really  was  used  as  a  stable.  Horse  stalls  were  in  the  base- 
ment. The  commandant's  carriage  was  kept  on  the  first  floor.  In  1916  the 
Barn  was  remodeled  for  classrooms.  Music  and  agriculture  classes  are  held 
there  now.  See  the  little  greenhouse  at  the  end  of  the  building?

When  the  gym  was  built  in  1929,  it  was  dedicated  three  times:  as  a 
music  hall,  a  theater,  and  a  gymnasium.

The  Barracks,  which  housed  soldiers  until  1903,  and  then  the  men  who 
attended  Winona  Technical  Institute,  is  used  as  R.O.T.C.  headquarters. 

Originally  built  in  1866  to  store  powder,  the  Magazine  is  now  maintained 
as  city  headquarters  for  R.O.T.C.  supplies.  It  is  almost  completely  hidden 
by  a  man-made  mound  which  is  circled  by  lilac  bushes.

Built  in  1869,  since  the  founding  of  Tech  this  building  has  been 
used  for  vocational  shops.  Now,  it  also  houses  the  two  student  lunch- 
rooms, the  faculty  lunchroom,  and  the  kitchens. 

Just  north  are  the  Electrical  Building,  built  in  1803,  and  the 
Annex,  built  in  1916,  the  first  new  building  after  Tech  was  founded. 

In  1922,  the  new  Shop  Building  was  completed.  Besides  the  shops, 
there  are  physics  and  chemistry  laboratories,  the  powerhouse,  and 
girls'  physical  education  rooms. 
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Shops  are  interesting 

Most  of  the  fellows  here  at  Tech  at  some  time  or 
other  take  a  shop  course.  Everything  from  Airplane 
Mechanics  to  Auto  Body  and  Fender  Repair  is  of- 
fered. Many  boys  develop  a  hobby  into  a  trade.  Others, 
who  take  the  four-period  vocational  course,  receive 
excellent  apprenticeship  training. 

A  great  many  of  the  boys  receive  vocational  certifi- 
cates by  taking  two  years  of  special  shop  plus  other 
academic  requirements.  Many  of  them  then  go  on  and 
take  two  more  years  of  shop  if  they  have  especially 
liked  the  first  two  years.

Shop  courses  are  divided  into  three  parts :  general 
shops,  vocational  shops,  and  special  double  period 
courses. 

Either  freshmen  or  upperclassmen  may  start  out 
with  elementary  shop,  but  advanced  classes  are  limited 
to  juniors  and  seniors. 

General  shops  are  on  a  two-period,  one-credit  basis. 
They  give  a  student  a  chance  to  include  in  his  high 
school  career  some  study  of  processes  of  industry  and 
to  find  out  his  abilities  and  interests  in  these  fields. 

Vocational  shops  are  based  on  a  four-period,  two- 
credit  plan  for  boys  who  definitely  want  to  prepare 
for  a  trade. 

This  coming  fall  the  program  of  industrial  courses 
will  be  reorganized  to  make  an  even  greater  contribu- 
tion to  the  comprehensive  objectives  of  the  school.
